Friday Eve.7:30 p.m. THE SITUATION IN OUR CHURCHES 


For nine years I was a pastor - 14 years a Board Secretary - and still I'm 
an incorrigible optimist. The Church is not spiritually minded; it is specu- 
lating about prayer - not praying. Religion is objective phenomena to be studied 
- not something to be experienced and lived. There is little Bible study. Church 
members do not read the Bible or know what it is all about. 

Sunday observance is not promoting interest in religion. Situation when 
I was a boy and now; everyone is a golfer now. Increasing laxity in conduct among 
Church members; no restraints or denials in social practices and moral standards. 

Church is asking a lot of questions regarding old beliefs and religious 
practices. Is the Church supposed to be missionary? Comparative religions popular. 
You've got to convince Christians that Christianity is better than Buddhism - 

"How do you know?" Patting other religions on the back - toning down your own 
religion - boosting up others. We Christians are not sure of our message. 

Some Church people question the attitudes and methods of missionaries. 
Itve heard people say - "If you can assure me that missionaries are not trying to 
make converts, I will give you the money." And, "Dontt mess up their religion - 
you haven't any right to mess it up." We don't have enough of the conquering con- 
viction of our Lord. The Church is wobbly on convictions. 

The prosperity of the Church leads to self-indulgence. We are giving not 
Zor missions but for ourselves. $27,000.00 from one lady for choir screen = would 
she give the same amount for missions? She would not. 

What the Church needs today is a spiritual shaking up. We can't live by 
bread alone- We can't live on make-believe. When in a Church ten minutes you can 
tell whether it is a missionary Church. More spiritually-minded ministers inter- 
ested in the World-wide Kingdom of God are needed!

Discussion. Question of retaining or modifying the budget system. The personal 
touch between missionaries and Church people is not as close as-it ought to be. 

In America the sense of sin has died down completely. The prophetic element is 
lacking in our presentations. The Church gives, but to different things - 
hospitals, Homes for the Aged, Community Work,- a good deal of which used to go to 
world service. The missionary now gets what is left. 
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THE RURAL CHURCH 


The Rural Church is not poor-e When farmers are getting all sorts of 
prices for their grains, when their daughters are going to college, their wives 
wearing $400 fur coats - they simply need a little missionary dynamite exploded 
under them. 

The Rural Church can pay more salary for a good minister, but instead of a 
good minister it gets,- (1) Men who have no training (2) New men who are out to 
set their first experience (8) Old men who want to preach a few more years - to 
round out their pension (4) Queer men - tried out and inefficient - pushed from on: 
district to another. What all these Rural Churches need is leadership. Anothc» 
thing = very often these men are afraid to preach Jesus and they don't preach 
missions-e I know Churches where they have heard nothing of missions for the past 
5 yearnse The preacher is to blame. There are Churches where they have heard noth- 
ing of Foreign Missions for 40 years. It seems perfectly natural to send the mis- 
sionaries to the big Churches where they will have larger audiences, but - 

‘The rural Church is an informed Church; the people take their good papers - 
have their radios - are widely read - know what is going on - and they want the best 
they can get and appreciate it when they get it. Our missionaries - our BEST mis- 
sionaries ought to be sent there giving information of the type these Churches ne~cr 
heard. And when you missionaries do go, do not preach on theoretical missions but 
try to give concrete information on what the Church of Jesus Christ is doing in a-¢ 
for the groups in which you serve. 

How are we going to loosen up the money? (1) Stewardship. (2) Continuous 
cultivation by missionaries and pastors until interest is created. (3) Parish 
Abroad Plan - hitch up a missionary with every Church. (4) Pastors should be more 
whole-heartedly for missions. They should not only say, what are we going to give 
for our own Ghurch expenses, but what are we going to give for missions. (5) Don't 
give your talk and run away. Stay long enough so that they can get around you and 
ask some questions. They will then get more information that will in turn produce 
more and better results.

I was born in India; spent 17 years in India and 21 in 
China. Both my father and grandfather were missionaries. 


1. Perspective. 

Don't look so much at events and outrages; look for the forward move- 
ment: Koo said "We go inte byways and worship golden calves, but we are on the 
march." Chinese at Honolulu speke of the Christian movement in China as the march 
across the desert. In visiting the Phillipines and India last year, I found ad- 
vance. If we are going to interpret Christianity we have got to know what are the 
movements going on outside the Church. We have got to get perspective on the great 
movements that are affecting the East; study the great movements, watch the change: 
(cultural, educational, economic and religious expressions), and we must get a co: 
plete picture; we must get their point of view and ours.

All the great secial reform movements of China have practically come fri 
the Christian Movement - when yeu get back to the origin and place where these 
things got their impetus. Jt has often been said to me "It mst be fine to be a 
medical missionary as you heve been; I should think those people would hate to have 
religion ferced down their throats but would welcome hospitals and scheols, etc." 

I have had to reply that China is more interested in the interpretation of religion 
than in hospitals. China has far more ancient medicine than religion. The Orient 
wants Jesus explained. Dr. E. He. Hume. 


Discussion. How can we link up all this information with the Christian message? 


Dr. Hume: "I believe by the historical method. Emphasize Christian erigin of 
humanity, movements, etc.; go more searchingly into the meaning ef these movements. 
Without Christianity there would have been no Tagore or Ghandi. We must shew actual 
results of Christian religion in India or China. 
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Saturday morning Situations within the Christian Movement on 
10:00-11:00 a.m.

Sofar as immediate procedure in our Foreign Missions Program is concerned, 
we must demonstrate that we are changed by Christianity in our owm lives. Qur 
friends want to know how our religion has worked. If we can persuade them that in 
America Jesus Christ has a large place in our thought and in our relationships, we 
will get much further in persuading other peoples to accept him. 


1) Administration changes are ahead. These will shock many home 
Christians; this recalls changes at the time of the telephone and telegraph and 
what some of the older Christians said and thought regarding these implements of t > 
devil. 

2) Self-determinism in Church as well as in State. Effect on Western 
Ecclesiasticism - Western systems of belief and administration. Church in Americrc 
is ready to recognize the autonomy of other Churches. Do we believe that the Hol) 
Spirit speaks as truly in Asia as in America, thru Church leaders in Calcutta or 
Shanghai as thru Board Secretaries in New York or Baltimore? 


3) Changes in attitude regarding races. Inferiority of certain races is 
no longer accepted. There is no inferiority; we are all of one blood; one in Christ. 
4) Denominations. Are we ready to make our denominational agencies 


means not ends in themselves; to unite and to cooperate with the National Churches 
which are coming into being. Intolerance ef experience makes it hard for us toe see 
young Churches in the East learn by making mistakes. Paternalism must give way to 
partnership in our relation to the Churches in the Orient; if we are not ready to 
accept this we are not ready to accept the changes ahead. 

5) Changes in Control. People who give money are going to want a large 
share of control; it is always so = they want to know what is happening to their 
money We must prepare our Home Churches for large changes in this respect. 

6) What is going to be our attitude toward the non-Christian faiths? To 
the good that has been revealed? "The Light that Lighteth every man who cometh into 
the World." In a certain sense we missionaries are guests in the world into which 
we go. Jesus told us to go but not to violate the feelings of the people where we 
go. Ihave a feeling that, even in China, a good part of our trouble is due to our 
own attitudes. We are not sufficiently sensitive to the feelings of the Chinese. 
We are not there to impose our own feelings or our own plans. 

6) Changes in type of missionary- More and more we are sending people 
with more experiencee You must have something to say; you have got to have more 
than Sunday School or Christian Endeavor experience, if you are going to make the 
right contribution. We need spiritual leaders, teachers,- who have been seasoned 
and successful in America before they go. 


Perhaps this is the end of Foreign Missions of a certain kind, but it is 
just the beginning of International, Inter-racial Christian Fellowship and Coopera- 
tion- I am sure we are going to be a whole lot better in a few decades = we are 
beginning to get better already. Within the next few years we are going to see 
changes that are going to inspire us. We are now a World Neighborhood - a Community. 
International Christian Fellowship - that is the ideal toward which we mst work - 
the Spirit of God in every part of the world. In every land today there are human 
beings, with brains like ours, with hearts as true as ours, with hands as well 
trained. Very soon Foreign Missions will become a great import process. Once we saw 
a narrow trail across the seas - now that trail has broadened and caravans still 
cross from West to East, but look - Wise and Good men too are coming from the East.

11:00-12:30 N. CRITICISMS AND SUGGESTIONS FROM THE PEW. 


1) Throw your voice. 

The missionary has got a lot of advantage. He knows something; he 
has content. As someone once said - "It may be a fine message, with head in it, 
heart in it but it is not a real speech until you get your stomach into it." 

2) Local Story. There is real danger in getting immersed in some kind of 
@ local story, until what you are saying seems a little far off, from the great 
currents of life today sweeping around the world, and you have your people saying 
"Well, what about it after all?" 

3) Detail. Give the panorama, but get in some detail; bring in the thing 
that is actually your life. 

4) Imagination. Get hold of their imagination and get hold of it thru 
some artistic framework in your address. Make the things you have to say stick 
like burrs on a person's mind. Don't get into a form rut like the man of whom it 
was said, "He can't ask for a cup of coffee without dividing it into three parts." 
You must have a work of art to make some impression and to carry the person along 
without his wanting to. 

5) Begin at once. Cut out the apologies and introductions. Get into the 
middle of your story. "If you have an Ace, play it first." 

6) Danger of technical language,- "indigenous development", "missionary 
enterprise", and that sort of thing. 

7) Emotion. Don't be afraid of emotion. Try to get away from sob stories 
but don't get away from feeling and emotion. 

Dr. H. E. Luccock. 
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You cannot assume anything in young people, except their interest. Iften 
in missions you can't even assume that. 

The particular thing you missionaries can do for us is to strengthen the 
Christian attitudes here at home. Foreign Missions should circulate thru our Church 
like white corpuscles, eating out the diseases like the Ku Kux Klan, for instance. 

There is the danger of saying just the good - the things that will raise 
the money. The situation - it may get a whole lot worse before it gets any better. 
Keep in mind your educational responsibility. 

Before you even begin to outline your speech, pray about it, concentrate 
your thots on it. What you should do: 


SEE. (1) Something so vivid that people see it and feel it. You should take 
people with you. The place where you work is where they are working and 
they have the right to go and SEE. 


LEARN. (2) Something educational. Give a broad sweep. Why is it worthwhile? 
What is it doing? Be a little personal. Be a little prophetic. How 
is it all gearing in? 


De. (3) Appeal to their will - they must want to DO something about it. 
Somehow so affect them that they seek to do. Make them feel they should 
go into it. 


Put something of a deeply spiritual character in the address.

Characteristics of Material. 


1) Your story is of the Redemptive, transforming Power of the Spirit 


of Jesus. (Illus. and apply but don't philosophize) 

Don't philosophize. 

Have fundamental spiritual values always in the background. 

Get away from the old worn-out phraseology, “the call", ‘the 
challenge", etc. 

Transcript of your own personal experience. Don't be afraid to 
say ape i 

Constantly attempt to illustrate the loveableness of the people 
with whom you work. 

Constantly relate what is going on over there with what is going 
on over here. 

Show the glory and bigness of the Christian Movement. Their 


Jocal Church is linked up with something that is perfectly 


marvellous. 

Introduce somehow enough to show them how they can share in the 
enterprise. Make them feel it psychologically if you can.(Story 
of a doctor going to a dying child - "Can you drive me there in 
your automobile?" - of course he can - and he feels he is actually 
helping) 


Kinds of Addresses. 
1) The kind that takes the place of the sermon; the sermon should be

in the back of the mind; start with a text if you wish; unify 
the talk with the sermon. 

Different kind of address to Ladies! Sewing Circle - where you 
can talk an hour and they listen for about 20 minutes. 

Rotary Club Address. Get at the interest uppermost in their 
minds; your interests and theirs are fundamentally the same; 
relate and link them. 
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4) Sunday School. Very important not to muss up the Superintendent's 
program. Fit into it. If for instance, loyalty is their subgect, 
tell a missionary story that will just fit into the program of that 
subject. Fit in! Remember story of Ford and Bill Sunday - "Both 
are engaged in the same business - the business of shaking the devil 
out of people." 


IV. Conclusion. E¥ery missionary address should - 
(1) Inform (2) Surprise (3) Move to Action, Honoree 
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Speak with humility, is my advice, especially in this day and age when 
people doubt everything. 

Voice and Personality are powerful things. My interest in Foreign Missions 
is the result of the personal attraction and influence of a missionary- So with 
most folks» They trace their missionary interest back to someone who said some- 
thing. When Anna Shaw was ordained, she was a very ordinary speaker = so much so 
that people were afraid of her being ordained. She became great when she became 
filled with a passion for mankind and the progress of a great cause. You must be 
overflowing with the worthwhile of your job. 

You have had all sorts of experiences that you simply cannot help telling 
about. Let your audience go away feeling that this missionary "has seen real 
things - has done real things". 

"A" speech. The missionary who thought he could tour among the Churches 
making "a" speech. You can't heve "a" speech. You might have to make it over, on 
your feet. You can't take things for granted in making missionary speeches. You 
can't take for granted that they WILL know, or that they WONT know. You have to 
evolve your own methods. They must be individual. They must de differentiated by 
occasions. With missionary sermons, you have a picked audience, a prepared 
occasion, which is an advantage. Danger - is that the officials will want you to 
say the same thing, in the ordinary way (to get the money). 

Womens Meetingse We keep goins on education; we know we don't know things 
you men don't know even that; we want the new things; we want to hear of the big 
thingse A woman will believe all a pastor will tell her, but she will not believe 
all a missionary will tell her. 

Young People - addresses to theme Our greatest problem is to make the 
right kind of speeches to young peoplee Nothing is more pathetic than the patroniz- 
ing speeches - looking down at the young people. Well,- if there is a nearby’ exit - 
they will exit; if they are impolite, they will fire a lot of questions to you, 
you cantt answer; and if they can't dé anything they sit bored. We ought to be 
grateful to the few people in the U.S. who know how to speak to young folk. 

Rotary Clubs The Rotary has international contacts and interests. Get 
them on thats Compare our missionary work with similar things that interest them. 

Womens! Clubs. Tell them how wonderful they aree Tell them about some 
line of work they do that is awfully worthwhile. Say how you approve. They have 
a world interest - ours is a world interst. We try to do the same things over ther. 
that they do here at homee 

You missionaries have an enormous responsibility - the most enormous spiri 
ual opportunity; you see the stately advance of the Lord with your own eyes. Tell 
it out. Mrs. D. Be Waide 
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If you are going to make a missionary or any other kind of speech, see 
the publicity representative of your own board and find out what help he can give 
youe What publicity can he prepare? What can you do for yourself? 

(1) Send to the pastor of the Church a little sketch about yoursel? - 
very modest man - some facts - title of the subject - time and place from which 
you come = type of work you were engaged in, etc. Let the people in the town 
know something about your work. 

(2) Ask the pastor to take these facts or send them to the papers in the 
town (to two or three city editors), a week or two before the speech. A few days 
before your arrival send to the pastor or directly to the papers, a summary or 
digest of what you are going to says This is your chance to tell the people some 
of the things you are going to saye 

It is a good thing to carry in your pocket some of those things you are 
going to say (or have said) and if a reporter wants it, or if someone says it was 
a good speech and he would appreciate a copy - pull it out - Seb stuff will not 
be printed. Keep away from its Changing aspects always will be put ins 

(3) A few suggestions in sending out material to editors: Write on only 
one side of the paper; type it and double space. Put name in upper left hand 
cornere At the top, to the right, write "To be released for publicatien on such 
a date." Be careful about this so that your speech doesn't get printed before you 
give it. 

(4) In a speech there is always a central theme; let that be the thing 
you write for your advance speech - the core of your messagee 

(5) Eliminate adjectives in your write-up especially when talking about 
yourself. Mr. W. We Reide 


Discussion. Someone suggested photograph "mats" to be carried with the speeches in 
the pocket. Commercial photographers know about these mats. They are inexpensive. 
Mr. Reid stated that the "mat" was only good for the small paper. He suggested 
that it was better to get a good photograph and take it to some house that does 
work for advertising firms, where a good negative will be made from it for about 
30 or 40¢, from which any number of pictures may be made = to pass around with the 
speechese 

| The actual "copy" of the address should be full of live material. The 
Press wants our material if it is vital and alive. 

Dr. Warnshuis stated that a study by a News Clipping Bureau of Foreign 
Missionary news, in Ohio papers, revealed that there were lots of little scraps ef 
bad, unimportant missionary information in the papers. He stated that it is our 
business to use the Press, that they want our stuff, but they want meat in our 
speeches. They like to have new material from all parts of the world. We ought 
to get it mimeographed and have it ready. Pictures of missions are fine, but must 
be pictures of news valuee If we could get more of such pictures we could make use 
of them thru the News Syndicates. 

Dr. Bartholomew told story of two reporters who asked for his copy. He 
had only one speech which he gave to one of them. From that paper issued only a 
very small report; but large slice found in the paper of the other reporter. 
"Reporters move in mysterious wayse" "The paper is a good way to get our news to 
the people. We speak to perhaps 200 in a sermon, but to several hundred thousands 
in the newspapers. Therefore important that we use them. Say something worth 
publication. You can say things to the papers that are as vital to the country as 
the operations of President Coolidge. Some of the things are quite as well worth 
readinge Don't hesitate to use the Press." 
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How can we reach the people who are not already interested in missions? 
You are not going to interest anyone unless you have got a good story to tell theme 

Mrs. Waid suggested the importance of Social Contacts, thru luncheons, 
etc. <A group of women who were not interested, became absolutely keen thru a 
successful tea. Example of leading mens’ club at a luncheon, followed by an in- 
formal talk around the table; some of the men became so interested they leaned acros 
the table and fired questions right and left. 

Dr. Schell urged missionaries to go to places where everyone was critical. 
of missioénss He referred to an invitation to the home of a hard--boiled business 
mane "You've got to sell missions theree" He also told of successful Knocker's 
Meetings - where the kickers all have a chance to pelt you with questions regarding

(5) Expect big initial gifts. If a man can give $100 don't ask him 

for $5; don't insult him; don't insult your Christ; don't insult 
your cause; dontt insult yourself.

7:45-9:15 p.m. against the background of current thought in North 


America and social and nd political reconstruction abroad. 


Broad issue between spiritual and material conception. To have 
Faith in Spirit instead of Mechanism is one of our great problems. Fundamentals 
are not new in essense but new in scope. Problems of psychology are among the most 
bewildering to students. Behavioristic psychology - making the earthly body the 
main - Confusion as to ethics - no finality; confusion as to conventions - no 
principles. Social problems - decline of progressivism. World problems - 
imperialism, dictators, race rivalry, etc. 


Some Unique Elements in Christianity. 


1) The ideal of the world family. Race conflict. Christianity 
stands for the Spirit of Jesus, in control of absolutely all of life. Evidence - 
we always revive Christianity by going back to Jesus. 

2) Life, teaching, work and Spirit of Jesus 

Literal imitation of Jesus is being disloyal to Jesus, really,- 
yet we should radically follow the Spirit of Jesus. (Henry Street Settlement) 
(Practice of healing those who had put to death other missionaries). 

3) Faith in a Personal Loving God who is creatively at work in his 
orld, stands out in broad contrast to material ways of thinking. Loving Will. 
This principle has not been attained by other religions as in Christianity.

1) How can a man get rid of his Government? 
A naturalized American citizen can lose his citizenship. A nat. 


American citizen can be naturalized elsewhere; he can't in China or Japan. He can’: 
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be a citizen of the United States a part of the time and not the rest, or with ref- 
erence to some things and not to others. This is a natural result of the whole 
principle of Government. 

2) Relation of citizens of U.S.to Governments of other countries. 

It must be the attitude of strict neutrality - with reference to the 
internal policies of that country in which hc resides. Even a minister is expected 
to be neutral- You are trespassing if you criticise their government. You may 
discuss privately and sympathetically, but you should never take part publicly. In 
shis country we allow considerable liberty to foreigners but if they talk too much 

‘ainst our government we tell them to go home. A nationalist representative from 
hina thot missionaries were free and ought to support the nationalists. This is not 
‘sae correct view- It isn't our business to enter their politics; our business is to 
teach principles in a positive and constructive way- There has probably been too 
much discussion in China.

9:00-10:00 a.m. OF MOTIVES AND OBJECTIVES OPERATIVE TODAY. 


I am interested in the presentation of Missions in the American Church 
today =- whether it means money or whether it does not. Missionary speeches ought to 
be so electrifying that people would go out glowing and enthusiastic - instead of 
cold and antagonistic. 

The attitude over here is one of criticism - criticism toward the mission- 
ary; popularized criticism; dangerous criticism. This criticism, if not answered 
will be taken as an alibi - an alibi to cut dow the missionary contributien. You 
can't blame people for wanting to hang on to their money. 

Some of the criticisms: 

1) “They want to run their own affairs." "If they want to run their ewm 

affairs let them - we will keep our money." 

2) "They don't want our civilization - our denominations." "There is 

lots of good in their religions." 

_, They feel they have been duped by what we told them about this work. 

We let them feel that we could do this thing in this generation and get it off the 
boards; sold it to them on the wrong basis; pushed too hard on the last Drive. And 
instead of turning out a grand success ~ the thing collapsed. How we are going to 
get permanent finances - permanent backing for this enterprise is not simple. 

Thirgs that are appealing. The salesman would say, talking points, sclii~ 
points» No one shovld start presenting the Foreign Missions Enterprise without lay-. 
ing down the fundamentals. We are in it because we can't get out of it - the old 
Christian enterprise - the very essence of the enterprise is& the heart of Christinn- 
ity: lf we believe in Jesus ~ the nearest Christ-like bit of work that the Church of 
Jesus Christ is doing is this - 
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Foreign Missions are no less an obligation to the business man, the woman 
in the home, than to the missionary. It may not be your job to go to the field = & 
if it is your job to stay at home you must do some part. This is a partnership» ‘Ie 
that is their share of the partnership, what is your share? this man takes his fom- 
ily, segregates himself from his loved ones, gives his life, sacrifices every soing 
“his is whet he is putting into it - now what are you puvting in? this man has gone 
out there and put in 50 years of his life - instead of giving him more ro.e you have 
shortened the ropes. 

We soft soap oe appeal too muche There is plenty of the heroic in the 
rissionary field. We can't toot our own horn, but there are plenty of horns of 
otner missionaries we can toote 

You shouldn't spend all your time giving an apology for the other pe eAgeS 
after all they do have in their religions, they haven't our Christ; they haven't ee 
ideal of God; they haven't the electrifying power of his resurrection; they haven ne 
the marvellous personality of Christ; the haven't the Light. I need Jesus Christ 
and need him desperately, wnether in China or in the United States. So do they! 

And now the beginning of the Missionary Enterprise. We did'nt start for- 
eign missions because the people asked us to come over, but because we believed in 
Jesus Christ. We went before they wanted us, when they wanted us much less than 
they do now. We can't leeve them nowt 

The business man - If it isn't good for Christian Missions to be there, 
what about Standard Oil, the British-American Tobacco Company? If we should leave, 
why shouldn't they? If we of the West are going to leave everything else there and 
take our religion out - what then? If it is good for their business, what about Ol 
business? Our business is infinitely more important - the biggest business in God'. 
~vld. Laugh a little at the business man - say, "I think it is a good investment” - 

I think you can appeal to the people today on the ground of fairness. Here 
2 are - we have built up a powerful civilization - machinery, automobiles, aeroplane-, 

2 vast world in terms of things that can be used constructively or destructively. 
ane question we are facing in this country today is this - are we increasing our 
Power Movement more than our Control Movement? 

One half the population ef the world is in the Orient. There you have the 
largest undeveloped section of human power in the world. Contrast the average Ameri- 
can with the average Japanese in terms of power - not in terms of ideals, then in 
terms of control + moral and spiritual. 

I think one of the great arguments today is: Have we as missionaries, the 
right to step out of China? ‘there are plenty of other people to go in and to give 
Shem advice - why should we step out? Jt isn't right for us to step out! You cantt 

sell me that the Soviet can go in and after 5 Nae count for more than the missionary 
“ho has been there a hundred years! If we don't help them, someone else will, and I 
ioubt whether there is anyone more qualified than our missionary, who lives with the~, 
loves them, knows them. And of all times, at this most critical time, to leave them 

-~ when they are ready to be poured into a new mold - that is the time we pick to quit 
and runt This is the time for the missionary to stay, and he mist have his head UP 
and the whole of America back of him? 

I think there is a perfectly real argument and appeal to the Christian 
young people and the average forward looking Church people of today. We are build- 
ing = new world in terms of good-will. There are plenty of people who are building 
on the side of ill-will and destruction. Ve want comradship, fellowship and good- 
Wiit, “We are Christian propogancists.in terms of actual human helpfulness. 

Play hard on the lcyalty of the people who have been there. There are 
magnificent exemples of loyalty cf the Chinese to the missionaries. 

We must play fair with the people who are in these countries and who are 
saking leadershipe This is being done - the taking of leadership - bless God! and 
let's help them. Bless God for the ability and desire, the independent spirit and 
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sense of responsibility. Vhat about our boys and girls - do we hold them dow -~ 
aren't we glad when they develop responsibility and the desire to hold their own? 

We ought to be thanking God for that situation over theret Do you kick your boy out 
as soon as he begins to show his independence? No! You help him, guide him and are 
thankful; so why should you be pig-headed over there? This is our chance to stand 
back of them. . 

You do have the bad. There are things that are bad, but,- do you think 
that God is dead, in your missionary work? Do you think that the Power of Jesus 
Christ is all thru and finished up? Is there no Father? I feel this about the white 
Chinese situation. I think it is possible to make a picture as dark - a picture ci 
greatest gloom - but there are some elements of light to be featured. Others are 
soing to paint the dark - let us paint the light in - I would pick out the highlis' is. 
There are some mighty fine things to be said when all is said and done. Magnifice.+ 
by-products - over against denominational nonsense - 

We needed to change some of our methods in China. It is easier to change 
them now because we have to, than before when we did not have to. It is hard for 
the Chinese to say "Step down” and it is hard for you to say to the Chinese - "You 
take the leadership", when all goes well and we are in control. I am not at all 
sure that - war, revolution,- is not a good thing, a necessary thing, if changes

Among the most common criticisms offered by foreign students con- 
cerning the speeches and writing of missionaries are the following: 


1) Missionaries present a one-sided picture of life abroad, magnify- 
ing the disagreeable features such as =~ poverty, immorality, filth, etc. 

2) Many missionaries, by their speeches, create a sense of pity 
rather than respect for the people among whom they are working. 

3) The demand of the home churches and other constituency causes 
many missionaries to attempt to give statistical reports of their work, tabulating 
the number of baptisms, etc. This is very objectionable to the foreign student. 

4) The manner, attitude and speech of many missionaries seems paterna!~ 
istic and apparently is due to a consciousness of superiority. 

5) Too many missionaries identify themselves with the conservative 
view point of Western commercial and political interests and thus become abnoxious 
to the progressive element in the Far East. 

6) Some missionaries have a tendency to apologize for Christianity. 
They seem to have no firm conviction that there is justification for the claims 
to supremacy made by Christian leaders. 


Among the favorable impressions which missionaries make upon 
Foreign students we note the fellowing: 
1) The Foreign student likes the kind of reporting which admits evils 
in American life and mentions the good points about Oriental culture. 
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2) That acknowledges the mistakes of some of the missionaries in 
their-writing and speaking and frankly confesses that missionaries are not in- 
fallible. 3) That manifests genuine leve and respect for the people among whom 
the missionary is working. 

4) That avoids dogmatic generalizations and when quoting from writers 
or speakers refers more frequently to Nationals rather than to Foreigners for an 
estimate of actual conditions. 

§) That refrains from active participation in politics, supports the 
jationalist aspirations of the people among whom the missionary is working and 


opposes Western imperialism. Mr. Charles D. Hurrey. 


CRITICISMS AND SUGGESTIONS FROM MINISTERS AND BOARD SECRETARIES 


1) The old criticism that the missionary talks too long. Missionaries 
yield to that temptation» There is real harm by taking up so much time, especially 
when you are taking it away from other speakers. Thirty minutes should be your 
maximur. 2) Churches don't want a sermon on missions. 

They want something concrete from your own experience. 
3) They appreciate plenty of illustrations from your own personal

pictures of personal experience, when we ought to present great movements as well. 

5) Danger of prejudice; may say too much about the evils in America 
af which he happens to know but little. 

6) Don't like the financial whine. 

7) Missionary, Pastor, and Board Secretary are in a great partnership; 
they are virtually as channels- "The Board should never be opaque but transparent". 
Missionaries should not criticize the Board before the Church, but stand up for it. 
Take the criticisms to the Board. ;

TPHOOTES3O THE PLACE OF THE BIBLE AND PRAYER IN MISSIONARY ADDRESSES 


Two different interpretations on the Bible and Prayer. 
(a) Religious emphasis as contrasted with social, philanthropic and political 
issues. After all religion has got to be defined in terms of these others. 
(b) Any true conception of politics, sociology, philanthropy, will intro- 
duce religion. 
I pray that you may distinguish the things that are different. 
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We should have a clear and distinct religious emphasis in our religious 
messager The danger is that we drift away and lose sight of the central dynamic. 
It 4s the only kind of message the Home Church wants to hear - the thing that will 
call for sacrifices Religious motive must be stirring and sufficiently clear. 


I. The place of the Bible in our messages. 

There are those who never say anything except the biblical. There isn’t 
omyone else who knows as much about a certain country than the missionary, yet you 
often can't get him to say a word about his field. That kind of a missionary speak- 
er, no matter how brilliant, isn't wanted. The missionary address, from the Bible, 
can come from the pastor. 

1) The Bible as our basis of authority and of appeal. It is the authority; 
views of Christianity we find in the Bible. We believe in the New Testament; be- 
lieve it is true. (Poetic appeal - cadence - there aren't the echoes now that there 
used to be) 

2) The Bible as the model of our Missionary methods and ideals. 

(Biologically - Theologically) 

3) The Bible as the solution of our problems; as to motives and objectives; 
We know how the clouds just fill the air. Where are we going to get light on that; 
we have to go back and see how St- Paul grappled with these very things. 


II. Place of Prayer in our Missionary Addrosses. 

1) Missionaries' addresses should be bathed in it. Prayer is the most 
real force in the World; if one believes with St- Paul, one will pray- The Bible 
and Prayer have got to be given their place today. The great vitality of Love and 
Hope and Faith - the Truth that brings light everywhere. 

What we need in our enterprise today is more love and sacrifice, born 
of communion with the Father of Love- There is a great deal of discouragement toda: 
in the mission field, in the breaking down of the old spirit and buoyancy. It will 
never come back except thru knowledge of the New Testament and Prayer. Faith in 
God and Faith in Man, are grouped together indissoluably. Keep it on the old 
level and lift it to higher levels still; accept the old and bring in the new. The 
New Testament and Prayer open the door to the realm where power is.
